1. Claims 1-7 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding claims 1 and 6, Kumagai et al (JP 2001-320212) fails to further teach, in 
combination with other limitations, that each of the pair of elastic pressing portions includes a 
contact surface arranged to be in contact with the antenna rotary shaft; the feeding terminal 
includes a mounting portion arranged to be fixed to the circuit substrate; and the contact surfaces 
and the mounting surface are defined by the same surface of the feeding terminal. 

Claims 2-5 are allowed for depending on claim 1. 

Claim 7 is allowed for depending on claim 6.
